Comments on profanity/obscenity petitions: 
ARRL, commenting upon petitions for rule making 
which seek to control recent increases in the 
use of profanity & obscenity on amateur repeat- 
ers, calls the FCC's attention to the estab- 
lishment of a current study of this problem 
area by an ARRL special committee & recommends 
that the perpetrators of such transmissions, 
rather than the innocent repeater operators, 
be held responsible. (In this connection, I'm 
reminded of the occasional attempt to justify 
“mild profanity" on the basis of its more 
frequent use in television programs. However, 
one might question the Wisdom of using TV fare 
as a model for our behavior. Should we also 
drive our cars like they do on TV? -- Our 
transmissions on repeaters are heard regularly 
in hundreds of homes &, particularly in the 
Washington area, by individuals whose support 
may prove critical to the future of the 
amateur radio service. )

NEWS FROM DOWN SOUTH 
THE SOUTHERN CHAPTER

This month's featured Southern Chapter member 
is Bob Sackett, W6TIO. Bob was badgered by this 
writer until he finally provided some background 
information for this article, His wite Betty, 
WA6SMF, said that when he finally sat down to 
jot down some of the highlights of his life & 
career in ham radio she thought he was going 
to write a book. As it turns out, Bob provided 
no less than thirty-two items for inclusion in 
this article. If I don't include most of them 
he'll probably punish me by adding an extra 
mile or two to our next long distance run. 

One point Bob forgot to mention is that he 
is the senior Captain of the Southern Chapter. 
He is a 42 year old native of Syracuse (which 
only he can pronounce properly ) New York. Bob 
was exposed to amateur radio as a youngster 
While attending schools in New York. He grad- 
uated from St. Lucy's Academy in Syracuse in 
1955 & was class valedictorian. He attended 
ot. John Fisher College in Rochester on a 
scholarship but was forced to withdraw after a 
year for financial reasons. Bob enlisted in the 
Air Force & while awaiting entry in the aviation 
cadet program (pilot training) spent time in 
the radio operator training school in Biloxi, 
Miss. Bob quickly increased his code profi- 
ciency to 25 W.p.m. & was licensed as a novice 
as KN2KXD. While assigned as a radio operator 
at Bergstrom A.F.B., Texas he upgraded to gen- 
eral (K5RXU). While stationed there Bob up- 
graded the base MARS station & established a 
tactical inter-base radio net. 

Upon admission to pilot training he attended 
flight schools at lIackland A.F.B., Texas & 
Graham A.F.B., Florida. Upon graduation from 
T-34 & T-37 aircraft he was transferred to 
Reese A.F.B., Texas for advanced T-33 training. 
In early 1960 he received his wings & his com- 
mission as a second lieutenant. Shortly 
following his graduation he attended advanced 
training on B-47 aircraft & wilderness survival 
at several different Air Force facilities. He 
was then assigned to the 22nd Bomb Wing, March 
A.F.B., California, was promoted to B-47 pilot 
& to first lieutenant. With the move his call 
changed to WA60PB. While stationedat March, Bob 
met & married Betty, a school teacher from 
Wisconson who had moved to California to escape 
the cold weather. : 

Bob, having served in assignments in Guam & 
Maine (WALAKB) was promoted to Captain & assign- 
ed as pilot of B-52-G series bombers. Shortly 
following the birth of daughter Melanie in 1963, 
he left military service & was employed by 
Trans World Airlines, based in Los Angeles. 

Bob has flown with TWA since that time as a 


second officer, co-pilot, & Captain in command. 


His ratings include multi-engine commercial 
pilot in Boeing 707 & 727 aircraft as well as 
co-pilot in Lockheed L-1011's which he current- 
ly flies on either the L.A.-Boston or L.A.-Wash 
ington D.C. runs. He is presently next in line 
for Boeing 747 school. 


Bob, who lives in Mission Viejo, has an A.A, 
degree in Math & Physics from Saddleback 
College & B.A. degrees in French & History from 
the University of California, Irvine. His 
amateur radio interests are numerous. He is 
past president of the South Orange Amateur 
Radio Association & is currently trustee of the 
club's 2 meter & 220 Mhz repeaters. In additior 
to 2 meter (Yaesu FT-221), 220 (Midland 13-513), 
450 (ICOM IC-31) equipment & the home QTH. Bob 
runs a Kenwood TS-820 S with external V.F.O. 
His signal is enhanced by an FL-2100B into a 
TH3-MK3 tri bander. This low band combo has 
earned him DXCC, WAC, & WAS. His 75 meter 
checkins are via a multi-band dipole antenna. 
Bob has 2 meter, 220, & 450 mobile capabilities 
as Well. Almost forgot to mention that his 
TRS-80 computer with 32K of memory (double 
disks & printer) is equipped with a Macrotronics 
RTTY interface. 

In addition to amateur radio & computers Bob 
enjoys long distance running, reading Isaac 
Asimov books (he has 121 in his collection) & 
collecting premium California Cabernet Sauvignon 
Wine (120 bottles).

The FCC Responds 


In response to the CCRC's appeal to the 
yan Francisco Field Office cf the Commission, 
in regard to the malicious interference to lo- 
cal repeaters, the following response was re- 
ceived on July 18: 


On May 22, 1980, an Engineer and a Techi- 
cian from the FCC's San Francisco Field Office 
Were investigating complaints of improper 
operation by users of the “Grizzly Peak" 
Amateur Radio Service repeater station WB6AAB/ 
R. At approximately 12:30 a.m. they were mon- 
itoring the transmissions of a female radio 
operator who identified herself as "SHAWNA,™ 
and Was using a ficticious call sign. Through 
the use of mobile direction finding equipment 
it was determined that the location of the 
transmitting station was Sebastopol, California. 
The Amateur Radio station at the located address 
Was inspected immediately. The operator of the 
station is the holder of a Novice Class license. 
she has been issued an Official Notice of Vio- 
lation alleging that she violated the following 
FCC: Rules - Section 97.7, Section 97.84, and 
Secu Lon 97.iel. 


On May 28, 1980, an Engineer and a Techni- 
cian from the FCC's San Francisco Field Office 
Were investigating complaints of improper oper- 
ation by the users of the "Grizzly Peak” Ama- 
teur Radio repeater station WB6AAE/R. At 
apporximately 9:06 p.m. a signal was observed 
on the input frequency of that repeater (146.22 
MHz) which was not being identified by trans- 
mission of an assigned call sign. The unident- 
ified station was transmitting Morse Code. 
Through use of mobile direction finding equip- 
ment the source of the transmissions was found 
to be in Stockton, California. The Amateur 
Radio station at the located address is licensed 
to an Amateur Extra Class licensee. He has 
been issued an Official Notice of Violation 
alleging that he violated the following FCC 
Rules - Section 97.84 (a), Section 97.123, and 
section 97.125. 


The Regional Director of the FCC states that 
one of the above operators lost his license and 
the other operator's case is pending.

HR REPORT 


WB6LHB's License Was Finally Revoked by the 
FCC effective June i6th, as a result of his 


conviction in January, 1979, for use of abusive 
and profane language on the air. In its long- 
awaited revocation order the Commission cited 
a number of other Commission actions involving 
profanity on the air, and even included a few 
of the four-letter words monitored during the 
operations of "W6JAM" (HRR 240). 


Freedom To Listen to radio communications 
would be drastically curtailed by a new bill 


just introduced in the House of Representatives. 


HR-7747, by Rep. Richard Preyer (D - North 
Carolina) and several co-sponsors, would 
“prohibit the unauthorized reception of private 
radio communications.” By prohibiting recep- 
tion this new bill goes much further than 
Section 605 of the Communications Act, which 
is generally interpreted to ban the divulging 
of the content of private radio communications. 
A very timely and interesting discussion of 
Section 605's meaning by KIVR, himself an 
attorney and president of a company dealing in 
home satellite receiving stations, appears in 
the just-out August CQ. 

Pressure to ban reception of various radio 
services has been around for a long time, most 
recently in connection with radar speed monitor 
detectors. Now pressure is coming from satel- 
lite TV distributors, worried that do-it-your- 
selfers will cut into their revenues. The 
Common Carrier Association for Telecommunica- 
tions has petitioned the FCC to criminally 
prosecute and fine W2NSD and several others 
for 73's publishing of an article last summer 
on MDS (Multipoint Distribution Systems). In 
California, National Subscription Television 
is suing a dozen or so suppliers of allegedly 
illegal satellite TV decoders. 

HR-7747 has been referred to the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
and Judiciary for further action. 


“AMATEURADIO" Is ARRL's attractive new 
monthly newsletter for public officials and 
other decision makers not already acquainted 
with the Amateur service. The just-out 4-page 
premier issue has an introduction by League 
President W2HD, plus short pieces on the ARRL, 
Amateur space accomplishments, Amateur partici- 
pation in the October 3, 1979, Hartford, Con- 
necticut, tornado emergency, WARC, and WLUED's 
Washington role. 


A New ARRL Repeater Directory is now being 


prepared, so repeater owners & operators should 
be registering their machines before the Nov. i 
deadline. An SASE to ARRL in Newington will 
bring a form CD 240 for registration.

AUTO CALL 


Complaints about amateur-to-amateur interfer- 
ence have tripled compared to the volume re- 
ceived three years ago, according to FCC's PRB 
chief. While such complaints are a quite small 
percentage of the total received by theFCC, 
such a jump is a cause for real concern. 


The Spanish version of the element rag ge com- 
bination exam is now available, Personal Radio 
Branch (PRB) chief John Johnston advised recent- 
ly. The code test is only in English. This 
combination element 2/3 written test (English 
or Spanish) is available only to persons who 


have no U.S. amateur license at the time they

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CLASSROOM CORNER 
by Dick Bash - KL7IHP 


This is the first time this column has ap- 
peared & I hope you'll find some benefit from 
it. What I want to accomplish here is to pre- 
sent you With a column where we can discuss 
the theory behind some of the material the FCC 
is basing its questions on. Each month I will 
pick a subject from either the General, Advanced, 
or Extra Class exams, elaborate on it & try to 
show some way for you to apply this knowledge 
to your career as a ham. Admittedly some of 
the material is just put on exams to test your 
general knowledge & some is of little practical 
value, but we'll muddle our way along & cover 
those areas too. Your comments are welcome. 

This month we'll turn our attention to an 
area listed on the F.C.C.'s new syllabus for 
the Advanced Class written examination: the "Q" 
of circuits. Details on this subject can be 
found on page 130 of ELECTRONIC COMMUNICATION- 
Mth edition by Robert L. Shrader (published by 
Mc Graw-Hill, 1980). I will refer to Shrader's 
most of the time, since this text is actively 
used by the Commission for preparing the exams 
you & 1 take. It is obtainable at most book- 
stores for $19.50 or through this writer. 

Let's examine a problem regarding the deter- 
mination of the "Q” of a L-R-C resonant circuit 
& see what we have to do to solve the problem & 
how we can use the information. 

Suppose you have the following circuit. At 
a frequency of 21.192 MHz what is the Q of the 
circa:

To begin with we should know that the term Q 
is used to indicate “quality”. <A coil would 
have a high value of Q if it had zero resistance 
& a capacitor would have a high Q if it had no 
skin effect losses, losses in the leads, or 
internal resistances. A circuit has a high Q 
When higher currents will flow through the 
circuit at resonance. Higher Q means greater 
selectivity. 

In a parallel circuit the formula for find- 
ing Q when at resonance is: 


R 
Q = pene Si ee 
V L/c 
where: 
R = resistance in ohms

By inserting our values into the formula 
(after changing picofarads in microfarads) we 


get this:

We can see from the formula that if we wish to 
increase the Q@ of this circuit, all we have to 
do is to decrease the inductance or increase 
the capacitance. 

Circuits of this description can be used in 
RF tuned circuits in amateur radio receivers or 
a filter circuit that required a high Q value. 

In a series circuit, the formula is the in- 
verse of the above & thus We have a way to more 
easily remember. In actuality, you wouldn't 
memorize these formulas but would look them up 
if you needed then.
